dentitU cunvusa two years ago.

people were assembled in n grove, and 
Blame addressed them from u platform 
in tho open tur.

Ulmne snouka to-morrow at South 


Berwick. The meeting to-day furnished 
the b«->t evidence that Blame is as pop- 
ular us ever with tha people of Maine, 
and that the party ia as ready to meet 
ehe Democrats now as in the last elec- 
tion.

greatly delighted over to-day's Bieetiog.

Mining interests should be protected, 
and it favors the free coinage of silver.

Legislature whether the method adopted 
of tp.xing railroad corporations, 'as de- 
clared by tho State Constitution, is in 
conflict with tha Constitution of the 
United States, und favors just uud equal 
taxation for all. It favors the itemedi- 
tua passage ot a law declaring tlut no 
rights to water shall be acquired by ap- 
propriutois tending to obstruct 
the 


State assuming the control of water 
whenever it shall deem it proper to do 
BO. 
Individual rights must be pro- 


tected, but if such rights interfere witli 
the general public good, then they shall 
bo condemned and taken for public use.

Woodbum does not doubt but tbut 
f Nevada will do its part the necebsary 
expenses of runniug the school will be 
met by the fjennrnl Government.

The California Wine «. rop 


The San Francisco Post says: 
Tbe ^latest report from the wine pro- 


ducing sections indicate that there will 
be a smaller crop this year than was at 
first expected. Before the grapea were 
set, -estimates were made placing the 
yield at 25,000,000 gallons, but discour- 
aging reunits have been received lately, 
and the total product^s now estimated 
at 18,000,000 gallons. In several places 
the crop, wluob is usually accounted as 
worthless, will moke as much as a third 
of tho crop. The coulenre, or dioppiug 
of the grapes, has caused a loss of thirty 
per cent of tie crop 111 several places. 
The grapes are ripening very slowly, and 
there may be rain before the crop is 
picked, in which case the quality of tbe 
wine produced will be injured to a cer- 
tain oxteut.
